created after the last

maintain peace—by force if neces­ 
sary— and it didn’t work. 
A lot 
of people like to place the blame 
on the fact that the United States 
declined to become 
a 
member, 1 
but that's far from a complete 
answer. 
Actually the League was split 
into power groups, 
and 
there 
wasn’t a chance of getting 
con­ 
certed action in applying sanc­ 
tions by force. Self-interest dom­ 
inated great interests among the 
membership. 
Moreover, nations 
are chary about submitting 
any 
phase of their sovereignty to the 
vote of an assembly of nations, no ' 
matter how high-minded 
So where does that leave us as 
regards the 
projected 
post-war 
organization of Trntions in the in­ 
terests of peace 
and 
progress? 
There's 
a 
very 
sizable 
school ' 
which feels that, looking at 
the) 
matter from a 
coldly 
practical 
standpoint, the 
maintenance 
of 
peace w ill have to he left, at least 
for a considerable time, 
in 
the 
hands of the 
Big 
Three—the 
United States, Britain and Russia 
These are the dominant nations 
of the world. 
Standing together 
they represent a power which is 
invincible in the face of any com­ 
bination of countries which could 
he devised. This trio could main­ 
tain peace—so long as it remained 
intact. 
And 
that 
arrangement 
wouldn’t preclude the creation of 
an 
organization 
which 
would 
handle other matters of mutual 
concern to the members. 
Let’s hear from 
one 
of 
the 
outstanding statesrr.en-soldiers’ of 
our time in

matter— Field 
Marshal Jan Smuts, prime min­ 
ister of South Africa. Speaking 
recently in London at a meeting 
of the Empire Parliamentary As­ 
sociation in the Houses of Parlia­ 
ment, he said: 
“ Great 
Britain, 
the United 
States and Russia now form the 
trinity at the head of the United 
Nations, fighting the

And as it is in war, so 
w ill it have to be in peace. We 
shall have to see to it that in the 
new 
international organization 
the leadership 
remains 
in

hands of this great trinity 
of 
powers. 
“ These three powers must re­ 
tain the leadership in war and in 
peace and be responsible, in the 
first instance, for the mainten­ 
ance of security and for the pre­ 
servation of world peace; and this 
primary responsibility w ill not be 
affected by any duties resting on 
the rest of the United Nations ”

who have conscientiously cnrr lN d 
a pint of milk a meal for ha lf a 
century. 


Dr. Osler’a Sta tem ent 


Perhaps I will break dowm and 
begin milk drinking soor.. W illiam 
Osier, one of the w isest of physi­ 
cia ns, said tha t a man should go 
out of life as he came in on a diet 
of milk. 
Of course. I admit im m ediately 
tha t considered from a nutritiona l 
sta ndpoint, milk is the perfect 
food— a hno ft! It has to be. Na ture 
very obviously intended it as the 
sole a rticle of diet for the animal 
in the most precarious period of its 
existence— the first few months. It j 
conta ins all of the 30 to 3.> ele- ; 
ments or compounds necessa ry for 
g rowth and hea lth. 
One of these elem ents is calcium 
and two g la sses of milk will pro­ 
vide a qua ntity of calcium which 


could scarcely be equalled by any 
combination of foods. We are told 
of some young women who were 
studying nutrition who volun­ 
teered to go on a 2 1 day diet devoid 
of milk. They had to get their cal­ 
cium fro m vegetables and day 
after day these six young women 
ate large quantities of carrots, 
cabbage, celery and lettuce (in ad­ 
dition to moat, cereal, potatoes, 
egg* and fruits.) Interest in their 
food die i down long before they 
had finished their meal. 
Another Physicia n’s Opinion 
But, {.gain, let me emphasize 
that no nutritionist doubts that 
j milk is the perfect food. It is ad­ 
mitted by ail that cow’s milk is 
, deficient in iron and needs \ ita- 
min I). 1 or the infant it must be 
1 modified in many ways. 
But if you think that I am luke­ 
warm about milk for adults you 
should hear my old friend. Dr. 
Horace Soper, of St. Louis, on the 
subject. He really poo? to town 
more or less to wit, saying it is 
unfit for adult consumption. His 
main objection is that raw milk is 
full of germs. 
He says that germs ha ve been 
cultivâ t 1 from stomach ulcers 
which are the same a s the germs in 
raw cow’s milk. Same with tooth 
decay. Undulant fever is carried 
hy milk. Pasteurization help? sirme, 
but still pasteurized milk contain* 
many bacteria. Evaporated milk 
i* chan, but expensive. He con­ 
cludes : 
"All mammals, except man, cease 
the use of milk as a food after 
weaning As a result of h;* viola­ 
tion of t! ’ 
primary biologic law 
man has been severely penalized 
hy a host of infectious diseases.”
